All  monies  paid  to 
Elsa  Knight  Thompson  since  she  left  the  station  have  been  in  fulfillment  of  a  contract 
(now  completed)  authorized  by  the  KPFA  local  advisory  board  and  adopted  by  the 
officers  of  the  foundation.  We  regret  that  our  strike  delayed  printing  of  this  retraction. 


Listener  Concerns 


Many  KPFA  subscribers  have 
ceased  to  be  KPFA  listeners.   During 
the  period  of  confusion  which  led  to 
the  strike  many  turned  off  the  station 
because  they  did  not  like  what  was 
happening. 

A  month  of  silence  did  not  help 
bring  these  listeners  back.  A  begin- 
ning was  made  with  public  meetings 
in  Berkeley  and  San  Francisco  and  a 
few  personal  letters  to  answer  individ- 
ual concerns  but  there  are  still  unan- 
swered questions. 

As  a  listener  from  Modesto  put  it: 
"Power  to  the  people  whose  hands 
are  on  the  transmitter  switch.  The 
strike  is  over.   But  why  did  it  hap- 
pen?" 

Simply  put,  the  events  leading  to 
the  strike  happened  because  the  staff 
and  listeners  were  under  control  of 
policies  made  on  a  national  level 
which  failed  to  recognize  the  essen- 
tially volunteer  nature  of  the  opera- 
tion. 

The  strike  did  not  resolve  all  the 
problems  but  the  recognition  of  the 
important  role  of  the  unpaid  staff 
and  the  involvement  of  all  those  who 
work  for  KPFA  in  the  decision-ma- 
king process  does  return  a  great  deal 
of  the  initiative  to  the  local  station. 

During  the  strike  the  formerly 
"paid"  staff  and  those  considered  to 
be  "unpaid"  staff  spent  many  hours 
developing  plans  for  cooperative  plan- 
ning and  decision-making.  Some  of 
the  results  will  have  become  apparent 
to  those  who  tuned  back  in— such  as 
the  Labor  Day  and  Chile  specials. 
The  change  in  the  time  for  the  news 
and  the  Before  the  News  and  Behind 
the  News  supplementary  coverage 
are  important  changes.  Of  equal  im- 
portance is  the  genuine  acceptance  of 
the  role  of  the  many  minority  views, 
even  when  broadcast  in  a  language 
other  than  English. 

The  listeners'  point  of  view  as 
taken  from  letters  and  phone  calls  are 


considered  by  the  Programming  Coun- 
cil in  setting  up  new  programs  and  in 
allocating  air  time.   Not  everyone  can 
be  satisified  as  there  are  just  too  many 
who  want  to  be  heard. 

A  larger  role  for  the  listener  is  the 
hope  of  the  volunteers  and  staff  who 
are  seeking  ways  to  involve  the  listen- 
ers in  building  community  support 
for  the  station.  To  do  this  we  would 
like  volunteers  willing  to  help  organ- 
ize KPFA  support  groups  in  all  the 
KFPA  towns  and  cities.  Decentrali- 
zation of  the  fund-raising  could  elim- 
inate some  of  the  irritation  at  the 
"whining"  for  money  over  the  air. 
There  could  also  be  feedback  from 
local  activities  in  the  hinterland.  We 
want  to  involve  the  listeners  more 
actively  for  the  strengthening  of  the 
communication  in  these  difficult 
times. 

To  begin  the  process  we  would 
suggest  that  all  those  who  are  willing 
to  become  a  local  volunteer  for 
KPFA  to  send  us  a  post  card  with 
name  and  address  and  phone  number 
and  indicate  if  you  would  be  willing 
to  be  convenor  of  a  local  group  and 
add  any  other  ideas  you  might  have 
of  listener  participation.  When  we 
get  the  cards  we  will  send  those  for 
each  community  back  to  someone 
who  has  indicated  a  willingness  to 
get  things  started.    From  there  we 
will  send  resource  persons  to  present 
information  about  the  station  and 
help  organize  the  local  support 
groups. 

One  of  the  first  tasks  will  be  to 
round  up  the  disaffected  listeners 
and  tell  them  of  the  exciting  things 
now  being  broadcast. 

This  is  the  listener's  chance  to  be 
heard  and  our  hope  is  that  the 
response  will  be  enthusiastic.

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The  Advisory  Board 
a  strange  beast 


Buried  in  the  arcane,  often  tum- 
ultuous interior  of  KPFA/Pacifica  is 
a  peculiar  body  known  as  the  Local 
Advisory  Board,  of  which  I  am  pres- 
ently Chairman.   (Actually,  all  this 
capitalization  of  titles  is  probably 
misleading  becuase  it  tends  to  im- 
part a  certain  importance— even 
grandeur— this  is  entirely  unwarran- 
ted by  the  facts.   But  judge  for  your- 
self.) 

An  analogy  comes  to  mind. 
KPFA's  Advisory  Board  resembles 
the  safety  net  under  a  circus  trapeze, 
being  highly  visible  during  emergen- 
cies, although  virtually  forgotten 
when  the  act  is  proceeding  normally. 
Forgotten,  that  is,  by  the  audience, 
not  the  performer,  for  whom  this 
unaesthetic  encumbrance  is  a  source 
of  both  relief  (at  the  safety  afforded) 
and  irritation  (at  the  implied  limita- 
tion to  his  or  her  skill).   Such  is 
roughly  the  relationship  between 
listeners,  staff  and  board  at  KPFA. 

Pacifica  Foundation's  charter  re- 
quires that  each  of  the  member  sta- 
tions—in Berkeley,  Los  Angeles,  New 
York  and  Houston— has  an  advisory 
committee  drawn  from  the  local 
broadcasting  area.  As  Voltaire  ob- 
served of  the  Deity,  however,  even  if 
the  Board  were  not  duly  ordained 
and  established  it  would  undoubted- 
ly have  to  be  invented.  .  .  precisely 
because  the  day-to-day  practice  of 
listener  sponsorship  necessitates  it. 
What,  then,  is  the  nature  of  this  crea- 
ture? What  are  its  powers? 

KPFA's  Board  is  a  diverse  group, 
numbering  at  last  count  about  twelve 
persons  from  the  surrounding  Bay 
Area  counties.   (Its  size  fluctuates 
erratically,  depending  on  season, 
morale,  the  effectiveness  of  current 
recruitment  and  a  few  dozen  more 
idiosyncratic  influences.)    Included 
are  three  lawyers,  a  couple  of  CPA's, 
a  newspaper  editor,  a  former  program 
director  and  assorted  other  people 
who  are  bound  together  by  their 
common  interest  in,  and  devotion  to, 
Pacifica's  alternative-style  program- 
ming. The  longest  serving  member 
is  Dr.  Gordon  Agnew,  who  first  be- 
came associated  with  the  station  dur- 
ing the  heady  pioneer  days  of  Lew 
Hill.   His  counsel  provides  valuable

reminders  of  the  Foundation's  origin- 
al objectives.  On  the  other  hand, 
Doron  Weinberg,  recently  elected 
President  of  the  National  Lawyer's 
Guild,  was  inducted  at  the  meeting 
immediately  preceding  the  writing 
of  this  article;  his  is  very  much  a 
contemporary  perspective. 

Powers?  The  closest  the  Local 
Board  comes  to  palpable  authority 
is  when  it  recommends  adoption  of 
the  KPFA  budget  to  the  Pacifica 
National  Board,  or  acts  on  the  hiring 
or  firing  of  a  station  manager  (again 
recommendatory).  Otherwise,  it 
advises:   on  staff  problems,  program- 
ming, union  contracts,  benefits,  re- 
lations with  governmental  agencies, 
etc.   It  mediates:   between  staff  and 
management  (as  occurred  during  the 
recent  month-long  strike),  between 
subscribers  and  the  station.   Finally, 
it  has  the  responsibility  to  help  over- 
come KPFA's  inevitable  operating 
deficit  by  soliciting  outside  donations 
and  exploring  other  sources  of  reven- 
ues. 

Since  a  healthy  KPFA  depends  to 
a  surprising  degree  upon  a  healthy, 
energetic  local  board,  we  are  inviting 
subscribers  receiving  the  Folio  to 
consider  joining  us.   If  you  are  1)  will- 
ing to  attend  monthly  meetings  at  the 
station  in  Berkeley;  2)  devoted  to  the 
concept  of  free  and  open  broadcast- 
ing; 3)  feel  that  you  have  something 
to  contribute  to  the  station's  further 
growth  and  development— then  write 
to  me  at  the  address  listed  in  the  box 
above.   It  could  be  the  beginning  of 
a  very  unusual  and  memorable  ex- 
perience. 


Folios  are  not  forwarded  by  the  post  office. 
Before  you  move  —  please  let  KPFA  know. 
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Since  KPFA  returned  to  the  air, 
most  of  the  decisions  regarding  the 
station  have  been  made  by  the  people 
who  work  here  (we  call  ourselves  the 
paid  and  unpaid  staff,  although  for  a 
while  none  of  us  will  receive  any 
wages— we  hope  during  this  month 
to  resume  pay  at  least  on  a  partial 
basis.   It  is  becoming  more  and  more 
difficult  for  us  to  continue  without 
pay).   Programming  decisions  are 
generated  within  each  department, 
and  a  programming  council  made  up 
of  representatives  of  all  programming 
areas  meet  regularly  to  decide  on 
which  suggested  programs  will  be 
broadcast,  and  at  what  times.  The 
Council  passes  on  other  program  de- 
cisions, and  when  expanded  to  include 
representatives  of  the  production  and 
business  areas  of  the  station,  make 
staffing  decisions  and  recommend 
other  proposals  to  the  overall  staff. 
We  all  feel  more  part  of  the  station  if 
we  are  all  involved  in  the  important 
decision-making  process,  and  we  be- 
lieve more  alternatives  and  possibilities 
originate  in  several  minds  than  in  one. 

Joan  Medlin  has  been  added  to 
our  skeletal  staff  in  the  position  of 
Program  Administrator.  She  will  be 
working  with  people  in  all  program 
areas  of  the  station  to  coordinate 
and  oversee  the  process  of  schedul- 
ing and  broadcasting  programs  on 
KPFA.  Those  of  you  familiar  with 
Women's  News  and  Ramparts  Reports 
on  KPFA  will  know  her  work. 

Claude  Marks,  who  works  on 
Nothing  is  More  Precious  Than  and 
who  was  Production  Director  at 
KPFA  in  1971,  joined  our  staff  as  a 
Production  Assistant  on  October  1, 
as  did  Camomile,  who  has  worked 
with  Fruit  Punch.  They  will  continue 
to  be  involved  in  preparation  of  those 
programs,  and  will  work  with  the  Pro- 
gram staff  of  the  station  in  the  tech- 
nical production  of  our  programming. 
They  replace  Lois  Hansen,  who  has 
left  the  staff  to  pursue  her  education. 

The  KPFA  Folio  department  has 
been  re-organized  with  this  issue. 
Janet  Chann,  who  has  typeset  the 
Folio  and  been  Volunteer  Coordina- 
tor/Receptionist at  KPFA  since  Jan- 
uary will  assume  the  editing  respon- 
sibilities and  continue  setting  the 
type  for  the  Folio.  And  Robin 
Halprin,  who  has  been  working  with 
us  as  a  volunteer  receptionist  and 
previously  ran  the  Caning  Shop, 
weaving  furniture  among  other  things, 
has  been  added  to  the  staff  as  Volun- 
teer Coordinator/Receptionist. 

Marty  Gellen,  our  Public  Affairs 
Director,  recently  resigned  to  work 
as  a  volunteer  producing  some  more 
Energy  Trip  programs  and  to  do  re- 
search work.  A  permanent  Public 
Affairs  Director  will  be  hired  by  the 
time  you  receive  this.  Daniel  del 


Solar,  who  has  produced  several  pro- 
grams at  the  station,  has  been  acting 
in  the  job  on  an  interim  basis  for  the 
past  several  weeks. 

The  collectives  will  be  producing 
regular  programming  throughout  the 
month.  They  are  listed  as  Fruit 
Punch,  Lesbian  Express,  Radio  Free 
Lesbians  and  Unlearning  to  Not 
Speak.  Third  World  programming 
will  be  regularly  scheduled  through- 
out the  week  at  7:30  pm. 

Will  Lewis,  who  acted  as  Interim 
Manager  of  KPFA  following  the 
strike  while  continuing  as  Manager 
of  KPFK  in  Los  Angeles,  has  re- 
turned to  his  full  time  job  in  Los 
Angeles.  And  Marvalee  Wagner  has 
left  her  job  as  Business  Manager 
after  a  year  of  outstanding  service 
and  support.  On  an  interim  basis, 
Warren  Van  Orden  has  taken  over 
both  of  these  jobs  until  pay  resumes 
and  KPFA  is  in  a  position  to  hire  a 
permanent  Manager  and  Business 
Manager.
